A LUNAR PROBLEM. 


Prof Young'* Ideas of the Relations (lilt 


Ing Between Earth and Moou 


Once upon a time, many millions ot 


jeara ago, the earth and moon, then 
young, hot and plastic were very near 
each othei, i evolving around their 
common center of gravity once in fiom 
three to six hours, and also whirling 
on their axes in the same time, so as to 
keep 
vlwayg vis-a-vis 
Probably at 


some time before tins they had formed 
a single mass, which on account ol 
some une% enne^s ol density or hgure, 
separated into two under the rapid 
rotation. But starting from the condi- 
tion lirst named, when day and month 
were equal and each about four hours 
long, Dr Darwin has shown that it is 
essentially an unstable state of affairs, 
anil that if the moon were brought ever 
so little nearei to the earth, it would 
then diaw closer and closer with ever- 
increasing speed, until at last it would 
rejoin the parent mass, hut if, on the 
other hand, its distance from the earth 
were ever so slightly increased then it 
would begin to recede, and would 
slowly withdraw farther and fftrthei 
from the earth. As it recedes both day 
and month will lengthen, the month 
at first most rapidly, and then the day, 
until finally, in some far distant future, 
a condition of stable equilibrium will 
he obtained when day and month will 
again equal each, the period then being 
something less than sixty of our pres- 
ent days, and the corresponding dis- 
tance of the moon about sixty per cent 
greater than at present 
After that, so 


far as their mutuul interaction is con- 
cerned, there will be no farther change, 
"but mother and daughter will live for- 
ever happily—apart.—Prof. Young, in 
Princeton Sewew.

Strike on the Southwest- 


ern System. 


Fin Thousand Men Already Called Ont— 


Tour Thousand More to Follow

If the Railroad Managers Do Not 


Give in. 


Ill Baltimore gas is 50 cents a

Knights of Labor began the general strike j 
along the five lines of the Gould system 
of railroads, which they claim will end 
only in the granting of their demands by 
railroad officials, or the suspension of 
work by 13,000 men and the stoppage of 
tvery wheel on the Southwestern system 
of railways within four days. Five thou- 
sand ol the railway employes are now 
out, 4,000 more will be called out Monday 
If the companies involved make no pro- 
position by that time to the Knights for 
nn adjustment of theirgrievances, and the 
4,000 remaining employes of the roads 
who are directly 
concerned in their 


mechanical operation, but who are not 
Knights of Labor, will be forced to join 
the'strike, it Is expected, by the force of 
the tremendous pressure brought upon 
them by their organized brethren. This

Fifteen hnn- 
dred of these received the order before 
noon nnd left their work, St. Louis, Se- 
dalia, Little Rock and DeSoto turning out 
the largest bodies of men. All of them 
left their stations quietly and have been 
employed since principally in holding 
meetings and initiating new members.

A long, 
shrill blast of the whistle of the shops 
called the attention of the people living in 
the neighborhood to the fact that there 
was something unusual going on there, 
and by noon little groups of men and 
women were gathered ail about the neigh- 
borhood of Summit and Chouteau avenues 
and 
Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth 


streets and Clark avenue, discussing the 
strike. There 'were very few ol the strik- 
ers among them, however. With the no- 
tice that they were to leave the shops 
they were also requested to assemble at 
once in Euterpe Hall, Jefferson avenue 
and Walnut street, to consider the strike 
and its prospects. This they did, and 
not a strilier was to be seen on the streets 
«ny where. 


Nearly fonr hundred of the strikers sat 


In Euterpe Hall from 10:80 to nearly one 
o'clock, listening to speeches upon the 
•work the Knights of Labor were" accom- 
plishing and the future of the order. They 
were addressed at some length by local 
Knights of prominence and received all 
the speeches with applauding enthusiasm. 
Last year's successful strike on the Mis~ 
sourl Pacific was referred to, and it was 
predicted that this one would result as 
well for the Knights as that had. Each of 
the assemblies in the city was represented 
•t this meeting by delegates, some of 
whom made speeches of earnest sympathy 
with the strike and its object. It was de- 
cided to meet again in the afternoon and 
evening and continue the meetings regu- 
larly until the strike was ended and work 
was resumed. 


J. J. McGarry, judge-advocate of Dis- 


trict Assembly No. 101, was seen by a re- 
porter, at his home on Bernard street, 
just after the adjournment of the Eu- 
terpe Hall convention yesterday afternoon. 
"We are simply discussing the order and 
Its objects in these meetings," he said, 
"and holding the men together. 
There 


is really nothing to tell, and if there was 
I wouldn't tell it. All that I cau say is 
that the Knights have been ordered out 
of the shops to help the District Assem- 
bly accomplish one object, and- we will 
stay out until we are told that that ob- 
ject is accomplished." 


"How many members did you initiate 


to-day?" 


"You must excuse me from talking 


about the busiuess of the meetings." 


The St. Louis Knights of Labor claim 
that they can control 13,000 workmen 
who operate the Gould roads. Of these 
they say 9,000 are Knights of Labor and 
the remaining 4,000 are members of the 
brotherhoods of railway conductors, en- 
gineers and firemen, who will join them 
in their strike if it is found necessary. 
The Bridge and Tunnel Company employ 
about 250~men who are members ol Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 17, which has not yet 
acted, and docs not intend to act if As- 
•amhlvlfVlflnds that its strike, is auffl. 


dent to enable It to ealn Its point. It it 
Is not, No. 17 will call out its men and 
the roads will be still farther crippled. 


The programme the Knights of Labor 


have <Mlermlned upon has been com- 
municated to only a few of the most 
prominent members of the order in St. 
Louis, the remainder knowing generally 
that it is to "stop every wheel on the 
Gould system" il C. A. Hall is not given 
back his position in the car shops at Mar- 
shall. 
Tbe details of the plan of the ex- 


ecutive committee were given to a re- 
porter last evening by one of the Enterpe 
Hall speakers. "The executive commit- 
tee," said he, "is pretty certain that 
Governor Brown will yield when he sees 
that the Knights are determined, and will 
call nponthem for a conference by Monday. 
There are now 5,000 men out altogether, 
bat the committee has not ordered oat 
its switchmen, yardmen or brakemen, 
who number about foar thousand. 
If 


nothing is heard from Governor- Brown 
Monday these will berordered out. 
Then 


will come the engineers, firemen and con- 
doctors. 
They don't belong to us, but 


we can bring them out. 
Bat we think 
that the strike has gone far enough now 
to show the Texas Pacific receivers what 
they ' have to deal with, and it is likely 
that they will be asked by four other 
roads in the system, which are inconveni- 
enced by the strike, to confer with the 
committee as soon as possible and arrange 
the difficulty." 


"Where would this conference be 


held?" 
"At Dallas, probably." 
"How would the strike be declared at 


an end?" 
"Just as it was declared begun. If the 


executive committee receives a satisfacto- 
ry proposition from Governor Brown and 
accedes to It, an order will be issued an- 
nouncing to the men that the Knights of 
Labor have won another victory, and that 
the strike is oft. This will'be followed 
by a resumption ot work aft along the 
lines." 
"Suppose the roads refuse to receive 


the strikers back?" 
"They wont do it. 
They must take 


them 
back, or the strike will con- 


tinue. The arrangement, which must bn 
signed before the strike is ended and the 
men are notified of It, will provide that 
all the strikers shall return to their work 
as if nothing had happened, taking the 
same positions they 
had 
before the 


strike." 
The Knights of Labor have made it a 


point of honor that daring one of their 
strikes property, both private and corpo- 
ration, shall be protected. 
Yesterday 


afternoon a committee from the strikers, 
just alter the men had abandoned work at 
the shops, waited npon Master Mechanic 
Bartlett and Master Carpenter Hodge and 
offered to station watchmen over the rail- 
road property in the yards and shops dur- 
ing the continuance of the strike. The 
offer was accepted, and the Knights placed 
nine men on guard over each of the five 
departments of the shops, who M'ill keep 
alternate watches of eight hours, with 
three men in a watch, until the strike Is 
over. These men will be paid from the 
District Assembly treasury. 


Although the Gould lines may not be 


able to carry a pound of freight over 
their rails if the strike is made compre- 
hensive, the United States mails will not 
be delayed, and the trains carrying them 
will not only be allowed to run, bnt will 
be operated with the strikers' assistance. 
"We are making no war on the people, 
and we know too much to interfere with 
the mails," said a striking knight yester- 
day, 
"If the strike stops the trains we 


will cither have knights detached to run 
the mail trains or hire other men—I don't 
know which the executive committee 
considers the better plan. We're sorry 
for the merchants whose freight is being 
delayed, but we can't help that. Being 
pot to trouble and expense by the strike, 
they become our allies and hope to see «s 
get what we ask."

THE WALKOUT AT OTHER POINTS. 


Sedalia. 


SRDALIA, Mo., March 7.—All efforts tc 


settle the Texas & Pacific difficulties by 
amicable measures have failed. The ul- 
timatum was presented to Receiver Brown 
Friday night by the chairman of the 
executive board of District Assembly 101. 
Mr. Brown gave no answer to the com- 
munication. At ten o'clock yesterday 
morning Fred Page received a telegram 
from the chairman at Marshall ordering a 
strike. At 10:30 the whistles of the Mis- 
souri Pacific and Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas shops were blown. It came like a 
thunderbolt to the officials, as they had 
imagined that the threats of the men to 
strike unless the Texas & Pacific matter 
was settled, was an attempt at bluffing 
on the part of the men. As the signal 
sounded the warning, all the men em- 
ployed in the railroad sno.is in Sedalia 
vacated their places and slowly filed in 
good order out ot the shops. 


Hannibal' 


HANNIBAL, Mo., 
March 7.—At ten 


o'clock yesterday forenoon was heard 
the prolonged whistle of a Missouri Pa- 
cific switch-engine, which proved to be 
the signal for a universal stopping of 
work by the yardmen and crews of that 
road here. Not another wheel turned in 
obedience to the efforts of a Missouri Pa- 
cific man except by the crew of a single 
switch-engine used by the passenger de- 
partment and the crews of the passenger 
engines. It is understood here that tbe 
strike was ordered by District Assembly, 
No. 101, Knights of Labor, on account of 
the Texas Pacific trouble. About fifty 
men are cither on the strike or out of em- 
ployment by reason of the cessation of 
business. No destruction of property 
nor disorderly proceedings of any kind 
ha ve been witnessed on the part of tbe 
men. 
They show every indication of 


having calculated the cost and a full 
determination to remain oat until their 
grievances are satisfactorily adjusted. 


iras on, and in a short time the men w.ere 
seen coming from the shops in a body. 
They marched to their hall, where the 
strike was publicly announced. ' All the 
men employed In the shops, round-house 
and yard are out, except sufficient to 
provide for the running of passengers-, 
no freight engines or cars will be handled 
by any men belonging to the order. Men 
have been appointed by them and are on 
duty to piard and protect the company's 
property from any damage or injury. At 
10 p. m. all freight had got through, 
though it is expected by morning they 
will be blocked. The men are very quiet 
and orderly, and seem determined to 
win. 


Argenta. 


LITTLE HOCK, Ark., March 7.—At half- 


past ten o'clock yesterday morning the 
employes in the round-house across the 
river Irom this city in Argenta, three hun- 
dred In number, laid down their tools aud 
quietly withdrew from the shops of the 
Iron Mountain. This was done at the in- 
stance ot the Knights of Labor at Pales- 
tine, Tex., and also at Sediilia. Mo. 


From an interview with K. M. Richard- 


son, master mechanic of the road at this 
place, your correspondent learned that no 
differences whatever existed between the 
the employes and the Iron Mountain 
road, and it was simply iu furtherance of 
grievances pending between the Knights 
and the Gould system at other points that 
the men were called out. 
Rumors that 


work would be resumed at the noon hoar 
were afloat yesterday morning, bat one 
o'clock came and went, and not a wheel 
was turned in the shop, and the men all 
came over to this side of the river and 
put in the day talking over the causes 
leading to the misunderstanding which 
forced them to lay down their tools. 


Dallas. 


DALLAS, Tex., March 6.—Quietly but 


systematically, and with certainty, the 
strike has progressed up to a point where 
it is now proper to characterize it as gen- 
eral In the manufacturing, repairing and 
mechanical departments of the Gould 
Southwestern system in Texas. Of course 
trains are still running, as no extensive or 
concerted effort has been made to stop 
employes from work in the freight ot 
traffic department, as heretofore. Although 
the strike is among the Knights of Labor, 
a large number ol the members of that 
order are still unaffected by the meas- 
ures instituted by the strike management 
up to date. This is due to the fact that 
the men who feel aggrieved do not want 
to precipitate a general strike if it can be 
averted, and assert it to be their desire to 
exhaust all efforts at a remedy for present 
troubles before appealing to their brethren 
in other departments to drop into line. 
The strike did not reach Dallas until ten 
o'clock yesterday morning. After con- 
sultations In this city and Fort Worth 
Friday night, the Knights of Labor lead - 
ers concluded to order the men at the 
points named to quit, and the order was 
quietly obeyed yesterday.

PALESTINE, Tex., March 7—Two hun- 


dred and fifty International & Great 
Northern shop employes marched out ol 
the shops at the sound of the whistle at 
ten o'clock yesterday morning.

all engines except the regular passenger. 
The employes have laid no grievances

FISHING FOR CONGERS. 


A Bur* Sport for FMriew Flthermcn—Th» 


Wolf ol the-W«TM. 


For those who are hardy enough not 


to dread a nigkt'a exposure in an open 
boat there are lew finer sports than 
conger-fishing off the coast of Devon- 
shire and Cornwall and all along the 
edges of the English Channel. There 
are many "old salts" scattered along 
the coasts of the Mediterranean—and 
even in these s«ber and unromantio 
islands many such exist to this day— 
who are always ready to aver that a 
big conger, when hauled up from the 
rocky bed of the ocean and introduced 
into a boat, is in the habit of opening 
his gigantic mouth bristling with teeth, 
ot making a desperate onslaught upon 
ths first man that he spies, and ol 
barking like a dog. It has, indeed, 
often teen asserted that a conger three 
or four feet long, and weighing about 
twenty or thirty pounds, is a truly 
awkward customer to face when he ia 
drawn into a boat. Alone of fishes, he 
and his congeners of the eel tribe have 
a» much power of locomotion upon 
land as they have in the water, ana no 
sooner do they see a human being neai 
them on the element to which they are 
foreigners thun they make up theii 
minds to "go for him" without delay. 
It is probable that the captured congei 
is prompted by nervousness rather than 
by ferocity when he glides towards the 
enemy, and the noise which issues 
from his open jaws is attributable to 
the escape of air from his swimming 
bladders and not to his possession ol 
barking powers, such as dogs are en- 
dowed with. 


The best way to pursue is to set 


forth about five in the evening of a 
still, soft October day, and to row out 
to sea for a distance of two or three 
miles, until the boat reaches the spot

LOST RIVERS. 


Tke Tributaries of » Stream Tbat Oott Wot 
Kxl»t. 


There ia one remarkable case in New 


Mexico where the lost tributaries are 
plentiful but the main stream does not 
3xist. This is in a valley which lies 
between the Eio Grande and Pecos 
Rivers. The valley begins near the 
Sandia Mountains, and shut out from 
the streams on each side by broken 
mountain chains. It is a well-defined 
valley, not very broad, but having a 
length perhaps of three hundred miles. 
Flowing into it, especially on the west- 
ern side near the upper end, and on 
the eastern side toward the lower, are 
numerous lost tributaries; but the pri- 
mary stream has so completely disap- 
peared that its bed can only be found 
at intervals. 


In the valley lie the ruins of the Gran 


Quivira, the existence of which is not 
only attested by the ruins themselves 
but also by the accounts of the earliest 
Spanish settlers. The records of the 
Spanish up to the latter part of the sev- 
enteen* century, when they were ex- 
pelled by the Indians, are incomplete, 
as the Indians destroyed all tbat was 
left behind. That the Gran Quivira 
was well known to them, however, is 
shown by the fact that the most promi- 
nent rum there is that of a church. 
There is now no water for many miles 
from the ruins. That there must have 
been once can well be granted, for no 
large city would have been built by 
human beings at a distance of fifteen 
or twenty miles from a scanty water 
supply. The valley may be named 
from this city, and would then be 1he 
Gran Quivira Valley. About half way 
down the valley it is broken by a long;, 
narrow, thin layer of lava, now much 
broken up, and making a desolate re- 
gion, locally known aa the Mal-pais, 
or "bad 
land." 
The crater from 


which the lava was derived was near 
the northern end or the Mal-pais. Just 
above the Mal-pais an old river-bed is 
reached at the depth of about two hun- 
dred feet; below it the river-bed, when 
found, is at a slight depth. 
Southwest 


of the Apache Reservation the old river- 
bed runs into a large «alt marsh 
A 


stream of no mean size seems to have 
once run down this valley. Not o'lly 
has it now disappeared, but its bed is 
covered by lava and loose soil some- 
times to great depths. As to the cause 


, of the disappearance, it may have some 


j connection with a tradition of the In- 


dians, which tells of a year of fire, 


• when this valley was so filled \\ith 


flame and poisonous gases as to be 


! made uninhabitable. When this oc- 


I curred the chronology of the Indians is 
, not perfect enough to tell us. That it 


I was long ago is attested by the depth 


to which tne old bed is covered by a 
detritus, probably washed downfiom 
the mountains, and by trees of consid- 
erable size which are found in .some 
places in it. But that it was not so ex- 
tremely long ago that it had become 
entirely uninhabitable is made proba- 
ble by the comparatively late desertion 
of the Gran Quivira. 
It is entirely 


possible that the Indian year of fire may 
have long preceded the drying up ot 
the part of the valley in which Gran

seven or -eight fathoms below lie the 
reefs and rocks in which the congers 
reside. The first step is to set the 
night-lines, which are attached to 
corks floating on the surface. The 
line is about the third of an inch in 
thickness anil has strands fastened to 
it which are wrapped round with 
waxed twine or cotton from the hooka 
upward for two or three feet. It baa 
been found by experience that wrap- 
pings of this kind are preferable to 
gimp as protections against the power- 
ful jaws and sharp catting teeth of the 
sea-eel. 


Having set the night-lines, the fisher- 


men next try their luck with hand-lines, 
and for the first hour or two after dark- 
ness has fallen the fun is at its best. 
Under these circumstances it is not un- 
usual for a huge conger to get the 
book firmly fixed in his jaw, and a 
desperate straggle between him and 
his captor then takes place. The 
hooked fish gets his tail twined round 
anything firm and solid that is within 
reach, and snaps vigorously with his 
jaws at the line, which is drawn tight 
by the fisherman's strong arm. 
If the 


tackle holds, which is not always the 
case, the tussle ends in the capture ol 
the fish. Although he is by no means 
so formidable in reality as ne seems in 
appearance, no wise fisherman allows 
him to wriggle about at the bottom oi 
the boat without instantly taking meas- 
ures to stun him. 


Occasionally an inexperienced boy 


will allow his wrist to get within reach 
of the conger's gaping jaws, in which 
case the bite inflicted upon the arm will 
leave marks never to be effaced. With 
what purpose, howevef, it will be asketT-, 
do amateurs quit their comfortable 
beds and devote the nights to catching 
a fish which resembles a sea snake ana 
is almost worthless for human food? 
The answer is that, as poetry is, ac- 
cording to Coleridge, "its own exceed- 
ing great reward, ' so the fun of tug- 
ging a big conger up from the ocean s 
depth is si'fflcient compensation for a 
night's exposure at sea. Nothing is 
more inexplicable and mysterious in 
the cookery of the ancient Romans 
than their extraordinary partiality for 
the "mursena," or see eel. In the days 
of the Roman Empire enormous sums 
were expended by wealthy gourmets 
in keeping up the artificial fish ponds 
where this diunty fish—as they regarded 
it—was Inclosed. There is a well- 
known story that among the Romans 
the "mureena" was considered to be 
most delicate of flavor if it had been 
fed upon human food. A rich freedman 
named Pollion was said to be in the 
habit of giving orders that such of his 
slaves as he thought deserving of death 
should be thrown into the stews or 
fish ponds where his eels were kept. 
On one occasion a slave belonging to 
Pollion had the misfortune to break a 
valuable vase, upon which his cruel 
master ordered hiaa to be "flung to the 
eels." It chanced, however, that the 
Emperor Augustus was one of Pollion's 
guests, and he not oiUy reversed the 
tyrant's order, but commanded the at- 
tendants to break every vase in his 
host's mansion. It is impossible foi 
modern fishers of the conger to pretend 
that it is palatable. Despite the vague 
rumor that the oleaginous and strong- 
flavored flesh of the dea eel is largely 
used as the substratum of turtle soup, 
those who occasionally pass a night in 
catching him would do well to abstain 
from all attempts to dress him for the 
table.—London Telegraph.
